All original thought must come from 
individuala, Allgreat moral nnd eocial 
reforms must receive their first impulse 
fromthe fow und not from the many 
Nothing, therefore, is more imporutively 
demanded in the iutorests. of progress, 
than the froest and and fullest. oxprcees- 
ion of those opinions which clash with 
tho orthodoxy uud conservatism of (bo 
day,ss u counterpoiso to the tendency 
of auy arbitrary and despotic public 
opinion to make all think alikeand thus 
to produce “intellectual pence at the 
price of intellectual death." Jt is not 
simply the right, itis the duty of those 
in advance of their follosy-men to. speak 
their honest thought, nnd in a way to 
bounderstood. Loyalty to conviction and 
courageous devotion to the highest 
conceptions of trutb,regardlesa of public 
opinion or personal interests, ia a do 
mani of the times, both in publio and 
privato life. Thereis avast amount of 
truth not likely to bo popnlarly received 
fora long time and they who defend it 
inspite cf the pressure of public opinion, 
perforin a service the value of which 
cannot be ovorestimated,

“SOME, SCHOOL, CITUIECIS,** 


As an exponent of popular thought 
and of popular feeling the Fourth 
of July orator holds no mean posi- 
tion. Although prone to indulge in 
grandiloquent displays of rhetoric 
in eulogy of everything American 
we occasionally meet with a fourth 
of July oration somewhat different 
from the stereotyped self-laudatory 
kind, Sometimes the orator tackles 
the live issues of to-day and endeav- 
ors to show whither we, asa people 
and as a government, are tending. 
Of this latter kind was the address 
delivered at Omaha, Neb., by "JIon.? 
A, S. Ritchie, “orator of the day,” 
and reported in full by the Omaha 
Truth, "L'io oration seems to have 
been prepared | mainly for the 
benefit of the Knights of Labor, of 
which order the large audience of 
5000 persons was probably large- 
y composed, Many very sensible 
things were said by Mr, Ritchie, 
showing that “financial and social 
questions of direst importance loam 
above our horizon, anit upon the 
correct and peaceful solution of them 
hangs the perpetuity of the repub- 
lic.” Tho speaker gavo it as his 
opinion that by“cool, earnest, intelli- 
gont aud patriotio discussion of 
these questions thoy may bo set- 
tled peacefully,” while by "inditfer- 
ence, ignorance, projudico and parti- 
zanship we may be again found cut- 
ting each other's throats as wo were 
in 1801," > 

It is, however, notto Mr, Ritchio’s 
statement of tho evils and perils of 
the present political, financial 
and social situation, that wo wish to 
call tho readers attention—these 
evils and porila are too patènt to 
need the aid of orators or writers to 
point them out to us—Dbut rather to 
eallattention to the specie agen- 
cies upon which wo are taught to re- 
ly for relief and safety. Following 
the lead of the ordinary pulpit de- 
claimer, this Knight of Labor orator 
BAYS 

Linean to apeak to-day of thoso groat bul- 
warks af eis tl Hbertyaetho home, the schoot, 
thochurch, Tt Is for the inaintenanes of 
there 1n thelr perfection and their purity that 
the future battles of liberty willbe tought. 

And again. 

Foremost among the Instrumentabties of 
national growth und tho growth ot elyillibers 
ty, with ull her defeete, with alt her taults 
nnd shortcomings, stands tha church of the 
Uying Got, 

As Mr; Ritchio’s auditors were, in 
the main, atleast nominal Christ- 
ians woare eft to presume that hy 
the “church” ho means the Christ- 
ian cLureh or churches, and by the 
“living God" he means Jan or Jeho- 
vali, the God described in. tho Jew- 
ish and Christian Scriptures. Por- 
haps he would include the Noran of 
Mohamimod and tho Book of Mor- 
monand the God described therein, 
but this is somewhat doubtful, By 
tho phrase “living God” it would 
seem that ho recognizes the fact 
that all gods are no longer living. 
Some sre dead. Might it not bo 
well, Mr Ritchie, before introducing 
your god and his church as chief 
"among tho instrumentalities of na- 
tional growth and tho growth of civ- 
il liberty"—would it not be well to 
institute an inquiry as to whether 
nh, Jahveh, or J Toral is not now 
quito as dead as is Daal.zebub of the 
Phemeians or Jove and Saturn of 
the Greeks and Romans? As Jah 
no longer manifests himself 1n any- 
way,how are we to know that ho too 
has not gone the way of allanthrop- 
omorphio gods and been duly “gath- 
ered to his fathera?” 

But if itean hu. shown that the 
God of the Christian Biblo is not 
dead but living, how is Mr, Ritchie 
and tho clergy--in whose wake ho 
so servilely travels—to shaw that 
this god and his church aro. “fore- 
mostamong tho instrumentalities af 
national growth and the growth of 
ewil liberty’? ‘Mie God of the Bi- 
Ulo is described as an arlitrary, par- 
tial and despotic monarch, a vengo- 
ful, jealous, bloodthirsty ruler, who 
did not reward and punish people 
according to their works, but often 
made the innocent — suffer for the 
sina of tho guilty, llo wasnot only 
not the author of civil liberty and of 
equal rights but, per contri, all the 
governments instituted by him were 
despotisms,either kingly or priestly, 
or both, . t 

Then, take tho history of the 
Christian church or churches, When 
or whero did thoy, as churches, pro- 
mote the “growth of civil. liberty"? 
‘Tako the history of Catholicism and 
Protestantism in Europe. Tako tho 
history of Puritanism in. Now Eng- 
land, ‘Tako the history of all the 
churches ou tho slavery question, up 
loa fow years before the lato civil 
war, Instead of being the “bul- 


warks of civil liberty” they were the 
bulwarks of despotism, of inequality 
aud of slavery, as every reader of 
history knows. Then, when Infi- 
delity to the churches and | their 
Bible, began to make Abdolitionism 
popular the clergy renounced their 
pro-slaveryisin and urged men to go 
to the front und fight for the over- 
throw of the slave-power. But did 
they go themselves us. common sol- 
diers? Not one,so fur as we have 
known or heard, but they worked 
the abolition cause for all it was 
worth to build up power and prese 
tige for the church, and as the years 
roll on they have the mendacious 
impudence to claim for the chureh 
the honor of liberating the slave 
from the yoke of bondage! 


his in briet is the history of the 
“chureh of the living God” as to 
its attitude towards "civil liberty.” 
What isits attitude now towards 
the monopolies and despotisma that 
threaten to swallow up what little 
remnant of civil liberty that we pos- 
sess? — Theehurch itself ‘is notor- 
iously a monopolizer of rights and 
privileges; n few instances only of 
which are here given: 

Ist. it claims a monopoly of the 
first day of the week called Sunday. 

Its places of business, its shops or 
mills, are open on that jay and it 
does its utmost to close all other 
shops or milla on that day. [ts deve 
otees freely travel the ronde on that day 
to ronch the clerical shopa, but the 
charch tries hard to stop all other 
travel on that day, except in cases that 
it chooses to call those of necessity or 
charity. 

2d, Theo church demands und re- 
ceives a monopoly of privilege in onr 
public institutions of learning, Before 
us now lies a copy of the “rules” of tho 
Board of Curatore of the University of 
Missouri, in which annual fees are 
charged to the amount of twenty dol- 
late, “whieh must be paid by every atu- 
dent, except regularly ordained minis- 
ters of the gospel, belonging to any of 
the various religious denominations of 
this state, nud indigent young men pro- 
paring for the ministry.” [Italics nre 
theirg.] i 

3d. ‘The church demands and receives 
special privileges for its agents on the 
publio thoroughfares or higbways. 
While editora and tenchers in publio 
schools, legislators, congressmen,--ev- 
erybody olse in fact, except officials and 
employees of tho roads--are compelled 
to pay full fare the clergy pay but half- 
Eure, 

The church demands and receives 
special priviloges in the exemption from 
tnxationofite places of business and oth- 
er property, thua lifting the burdens cf 
taxation off the shoulders of its ngents 
who do not work at productive labor, 
and throwing them upon the shoulders 
of tho producing clusses, 


Being itselt,in these nnd other ways, a 
monopolist of rights and privileges, the 
church naturally becomes the ally and 
defender of all other monopolios and 
monopolists, Hence it is that with rare 
excoptions the Armours, the Goulds, the 
Vanodorbilts, the  MeUormucks, the 
Drewe, sud other monopolists and vp- 
pressors of lahor are on good tormas with 
the chur8h. 'Fhey are usually members 
of some church organization and often 
donate large sums to build churebes or 
endow theological schools. Lor this 
roason it is not good policy in the clergy 
to denounee monopoly and monopolize 
ers, except in a very loose nud general 
mannor that hits uo oue in particular, 
and enables the eunning church to keep 
iu good favor with the robber class nud 
also with tho victims of the robbers, 

To tho poorthe church preacher the 
necessity, the virtue, of resiguatiun to 
the lot which providence has scen fitto 
assign to them; to tho rich the church 
proaches the necessity, tho virtue, of 
benevolence and charity. Restitution - 
the return of his ill-gotten gains to those 
whom ho has robbed by his inonopolistia 
schemes, is never inoulonted by the 
vhurch, us a duty, when addressing her- 
self to the rich monopolist, 

One more brief quotation only from 
this somewhat remarkablo address: 


The chucch seema in these later years to 
have lost nll fts pugnacity, Oh, how I love 
to think of the old church nulitant, 


When we recall the "religious wara" 
that have drenched Europe and the 
world with blood, and filled nearly evory 
known land with desolation and mourn- 
jug wo nte constrained to rejoice that 
the “Infidel” civilization of this age has 
been able to reduce, somewhat, the 
“pugnacity” of the “church militanti’ 
Eron our four years of mutual butchery 
waa ton large extent a religioua war, 
The combatants on either sido went 
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forth to fight the battles of the “Lord 
of Hoste.” Had it not been for the 
Bible teachiugs authorizing human 


slavery the Infidel Declaration of Inde- 
pendence would have prevented the pro-

Woe bold up both hands in most em- 
phatic approval and most eacnest in- 
dorsement of the article on first page, en» 
titled “Public Opinion.” Many of ite 
sentences deserve a place not only in 
the serap book of every Secularist but 
also should be electrotyped in large 
script, framed, glazed und hung up in 
the reading room of every ‘Thinker and

Such aa this, for instance:

Yo 
who now stand upon the perilous skirm- 
ish line, end serve as targets to draw 
the fire of the sharp shooters who de- 
fend the remparts of human despot- 
ism, The article from which wo are 
quoting appeared us editorial ju the 
“Open Court" ot Chicago, the successor 
and heir of tho eminently conservativo 
and therefore eminently respectable 
"Index" of Doston. While wo havo 
often found occasion todissent from the 
utterances of its editore, D. T, and Sarah 
A, Underwood, we ure glad to say that 
we find many things of sterling value in 
the pages of the “Open Court.” Coming 
from the source it does this arraignment 
of the remorseloss tyrant, “Public Opin- 
ion," will have greater weight with con- 
servative Secularists than if written by 
some one of the radical writers on Lvct- 
Fen's staff; but it these writers have 
said anything more radical in 
denunciation of said tyrant than are 
coutainedin many of tho sentences of 
tho articlo in question, then wo do not 
now recall any such arraignment.

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ANARCHISM ++ ANOTHER VIEW,

In other words, Coutract is agreement, 
primarily, and the applicatjon of the 
term to the written embodiment of the 
agreement is simply a specialization of 
it in use fur conyentenco’s sake, but it 
seems that this has resulted in making 
some loge sight of its primary and broad- 
er signifleutiou, "'Phere can exist no 
power which can rightfully enforce a 80- 
called "contract" the nssont to which of 
allthe parties thereto was not purely 
voluntary, 

9, Aunrchiets deny tho right of iudiv. 
idnals to hold lund for spoculativo pur- 
poses, and they afirm that occupancy 
and ure constitute a valid. title, How 
much cach individual sbailur can occu- 
py aud use will depend upon the size of 
his famil y, the fertility of the soil and 
the density of the population, ‘To illus- 
trato the latter factor in the problem we 
will suppose that n man goes out upon 
the prairies of the West und pastures his 
stock upon ten thousand acres of land. 
So far as we know, no harm is done; the 
land is there, the grass 16 thero and all 
of it that 18 not eaten will be swept olt 
by the annual fires, Ton years pass and 

there is an influx of farmers, The 
stockman now finds himselt restricted 
to 160 acres, which is all that the neces. 
sities of his new neighbors will permit 
him to oceuny nud more than he can 
profitably cultivate. 

One hundred years roll by and we can

6, Wo havo no desire to “kiok” (revo- 
lutionize) the State out of existence, and 
toattempt to “legislate” it out would be 
supremest folly, Lecnuse a practical re- 
pudiation of our own fundamental prine 
ciples, We would educateit out cf men's 
minds and eliminate it from society by 
the process known as “the absorbeut 
substitution of the opposite good.” It 
would seem that Mr. A. sbould have by 
this time read evough Annrchistio liter- 
ature to know something of our position, 
but I am eorry that his letter gives no 
evidence of such knowledge, 

7, No, we do not compel ourselves in 
any of the affairs of lifeto go contrary 
to our natural inclinations. Our strength 
as much ns our wenkness i8 natural. 
Our “inclinations” are the children of 
our heredity, our youthful education and 
our present surroundings, Some of 
them draw us in ove direction and some 
in'another; some pull'us down and oth- 
ers push us up, and we nlwaye travel 
along the line of least resistance. 

This statement is both n truism, and 
a digression from our matu subject, 
but it was necessitated by Mr. .A,’s clos- 
ing sentence, which wasa digression but 
not ntruism. W.

Zeno says that if the individual makes 
his own laws, “he is a despot,” Who is 
subject to his despotism? imself, of 
course, Dut is sach tho commonly nc- 
cepted or the scientific definition of des- 
potism? Most certainly not, Zeno 
makes the rule for himself that Le shall 
got up each morning at o'clock, That 
docs not make ‘him n despot and there 
is nothingin it that contlicta with An- 
archism, He makes a rule that I shall 
getup atthe same hour, regardless of 
my wishes inthe matter, ‘That is des- 
potism and there is nothing in it that 
conllicta with the existing govern- 
1aentalism, or with its logicul extension, 
State Socialism. 


There is no serious ditferencaof. opinon 
in regard tonntural crimos,or acts which 
in the nature of things are crimes, It 
is when we enter the domain of artificial, 
custom- and law-made offenses, that we 
have mujorities and minorities, State 
Socialism would greatly increase the 
number of these, especially in the in- 
dustrial feld. 


Zeno thinks that Le has brought the 
U.S. government, Democracy, Auarchy, 
and State Socialism together upon the 
common platform of "Agency," He 
might as well have gathered in the Eng- 
lish Monarchy aud Russian Czardom, 
They would not be more ont of place 
there than is the existing governmental- 
ismand State Socialism. Of allthe forms 
of government ‘or agency named, An- 
archism alone speaks out clearly and 
unmistakably iu aflirmation of the prin- 
ciplethat the restraint of criminals is 
thosole rightful function of any State, 
All others, iucluding slike our govern- 
ment aud that of Russia, are practically 
aduinistered upon the principletbat the 
individual has no sphere which is ex. 
empt from the invasion of the governing 
power, be that power Czar or Majority. 
In saying this, f have in mind the reigue 
ing democracy, not Joffersou’s ideal, 

The Leavenworth Times, in reviewing

Gentlemen Moderators, Ladies and Gen- 
tlemen; 

Mr, liradeu'a sixth proposition is that 
“Christianity makes man à. co-worker with 
his God.” 

Thisia true, So do alt other religions, 
This co-workiug businoss s ono of tho worst 
features of tho Christian religion, ‘the 
charches, when putting one hundred million of 
mon to the stake, claimed God as their part- 
ner, When Galvin burned Servetaa, he was 
a co-worker with God. God would give Bor- 
vetus a Durning hell hereafter! Calvin, God's 
partner, would go one better and give him 
hell here, This delumon that men are co-op. 
erating with God has given n divine sanction 
to every crime under heaven; and every 
crime committed in the namo of reHgions 
haa been what Bro. Braden, fu this proposi- 
tlon, calls a “glorious work,” 

Mr, Braden makes n Nourish over his geve 
enth proposition aa though thera waa fn it 
something peculiar to Christianity. ‘Chore 
is not. Men of overy religion, nnd mon of 
no religion have alwnys practiced self-aacrt- 
fice for the good of humanity, and have gone 
erally found thelt*reward in scolnj humanity 
elevtted, It was in the interest of sclence 
und not religion that Pliny lost lilalifo, "l'ho 
arctic explorers lost their lives, not in tho in. 


terest of Christianity, but in the interest of 


science, As tho doctrine of the brothorhood 
of man was tiret found out. whore they had 
no Bihiea, eo tlie Iden of sacrificing our own 
happiness and enso in the Interest of human. 
ity ia older and more universal than Chriat- 
fanity, and will not bonr parading ns ono of 
the Cliriktion graces, ` 

There ia probably no religion on earth that 
tloes not contain the elghth plank in Mr. Ben- 
densa platform; that is that 

“Christlanity teaches that nll things wore 
created by God, our fathor In heaven, iunn- 
ite in wisdoin, power and lovo,” 

I acknowledge [ cannet seo why infinite 
power could not gu thréugh those "chariots 
of iron” spoken of in Judges i19. I ennnot 
sco wliy intinilo wisdoin should create a Dov- 
il to tempt God's own children; nor how in- 
finite love can send a vast majority to nn 
endless hell of firo and brimstone because 
the Devil—the work of God's own hande, led 
them astray, A little explanation right here 
would be in order. 

Mr. Braden’s-ninth proposition is that 
“Chriatinnity teaches that all things nro gov- 
erned in wisdom and love by our father In 
heaven.’ 

That ia just what Christianity does not 
tench. If allihings are governed by laws 
why do Clirletiana pray; every thine a prayer 
is nnswered somethit g is done that would 
not have been done ff tho prayer had nof 
been made. Jf (ha thing would have becu 
done anyway it was not done in nauswer to 
prayer, Ifit would not have been dono if 
Christians bad not prayed then (God would 
not have governed in wisdora unless Chrint- 
iana had interfered with their prüpera, elac 
God's wirdorn har, in answer to prayer, giv- 
ei way to the folly and caprice of ignorant, 
praying Chrietlans, 

Mr, B's tenth proposition, so fur ns it ia 
trne, is Spiritualism par ercellence. Tho 


troths in that proposition are older than ei- 
ther tho New or the Old Tortament, Proba- 
bly there is nota nation ander honven that 
does not believe them.

Probably there never lived a man who 
could atate the sumo thing over in ro many 
different ways as my opponent, The twonty- 
one propositions alrendy before you nre but 
little more than ono proposition stated in 
twenty-one different ways, aud probably be 
foro we nre through the twelve aossions of 
this debato the same propositions will be 
stated in twice twanty-one more waya: now 
having taken up and discussod, somewhat 
eleven of his propositions Install hereafter 
nollce only propoutions containing new mat« 
ter, If I do that the next four will be 
pnesed in silence aud I will try the proposi- 
tion he has numbered fiftoen. 

“Christianity teaches retribution by infin. 
ite wisdom, justice and power, na oxeoutive, 
perfect rewards and punishments in this life 
and in the eternal lito, It haa nbsolutesane- 
tion in this, 1t hag perfect aud absolute au- 
thority ia boing tho will of an influitely wise 
and holy boing." * 

This, when stripped of ita superfluous ver- 
Losity, means, 

1, Christinnity tencehes n retribution and 
Justica to all men here and hereafter. 

2. It teaches the absolute authority of the 
will of God, 

Now if thoro is anything inthe world the 
Biblo dooa not teach it is u Just. retribution 
hore aud heroafter. Job was claimed to be 
tho best servant. God hid, yot witness hia 
evifering. Was this a just retribation? hia 
“comforters” anid it was, butha denied it, 
The general doctrine of the Bible is that ain- 
ners have a good time in thia world; God's 
people nre n small, suffering band hero, they 
must bo rewarded'*ovec thoro, "Tho rich man 
went to holl for no otherreason. in the world 
than becnaas ho had a clean ahirt and some 
of the comforta of this world; Lazarus went 
to heaven beeanse he was a dirty, pollatod 
tramp—"eavered with sores," Happiness tu 
tho next world dependa upon poverty and 
misery bore. As for justice, no one gets it; 
it is not justice that takes anybody to henye 
eu, Thethief who died onthe cross was 
probably one of tho meanest inen who ever 
lived, yet ho had tho promise to bo In hoaven 
bofore night. I hoard Mr, Moody say Christ 
saved the thief from justice, ‘She idoa of the 
ntonenient destroys all iden of justice, Juat- 
leo is not wantod in the Curistlan systum at 
atl, "There [s more joy in heaven. over ono 
Binner that repenteth than over ninety and 
nina Just persons that noed no repontaace," 
Liven Paut snid ho thanked God thatthe 
Romans were the servants of ain, “Where 
sin abounded, grace did much moro 
abound”! Whatho wanted was to roveal 

the superabounding grace of God: tha hard- 
er the nso to work on the moro thoroughly 
could this be done, ‘hla is not justice. 


9. Tho second point in this proposition is 
“Sho absolute anthority of tho will of God," 
Who knows what tho will of God ia? It once 
required the blotting of whole nntlous cut 
from undor heaven; It required tho. putting 
of your own wife or child to donth for a dit- 
ference of opinion, Though God in “withe 
out variablenesa or shadow of turning,” he 
seemed to vary quite frequently. Once nuy 
one who broke the Sabath must bo etonod to 
death. Tho next you know he changes hle 
mind and gives orders through Jnnt to "Let 
no man judge you in reference to,,..Sab-« 
bath,” Onco, ho required sacrifices; again, 
even fu tho Otd Testamont,hoe said: 

“Whou ye como to appear boforo me, who 
hath requ]red this at your hand, totroad my 
courts? liring no moro vain oblations in- 
conse fs an abomination unto ma; the now
